teachers have been given unheard of protection under any British 
Law that we have ever heard of, and ‘the cards are now severely 
stacked against any Board desiring to terminate its relationship 
with one of its employees for almost any reason, whether good o1 
bad. ‘ 

Admittedly in the past, Boards of Trustees were guilty 
of gross unfairness and injustice to many teachers. — Devious 
schemes were conceived to get rid of the services of teachers who 
thoroughly discharged their duties to the children, but who for 
some reason or other, got on the wrong side of some petty despot 
in a rural school. ; ' 

But in its endeavor to give a greater measure of pro- 
tection to the teaching profession as a whole, as:much as its mem- 
bers may have deserved further protection, we submit that the Al- 
berta Legislature has gone too far. : 

As matters now stand it is almost impossible to get rid 
of the services of an.unsatisfactory teacher. Notice to terminate 
the contract must be given before the 20th of June in any year, ef- 
fective within thirty days in statutory form. All these conditions 
must be complied otherwise the notice is invalid. But that is not 
all! If the teacher cares to do so, he or she may deposit with the 
Board of Reference, which has been revised, the sum of $25.00, 
and thereupon the Board of Reference will sit and determine 
whether or not the Board of Trustees was justified in dispensing 
with the services of the teacher. ‘ 

On the assumption that the School Board was quite 
satisfied that it had right and justice on its side in terminating the 
contract, or had good cause to do so, it would at once proceed to 
engage the services of another teacher. In the meantime its pres- 
ent employee sees fit to appeal to the Board of Reference, and let 
us suppose that the latter says that the Board of Trustees was noi 

justified. | What is the position then? Merely that the School 
District is saddled with two teachers and mist pay one or the other 
some damages. 
oon... After all.is said and done, the legal relationship be- 
tween teacher and School Board is only that of Master and Ser- 
vant, and the contract should be constructed only for the length of 
the Contract. Under our law as it now stands, all teachers con- 
tracts are continuous, notwithstanding the fact that they may be for 
a definite length of time—mostly one year—in which it is expected 
that teacher and School Board may be able to arrive at some under- 
standing, good will, inspectors reports, etc., etc. 

“Some Trustees argue and with reason, that it is un- 
reasonable to expect a board to re-engage a teacher, particularly 
in High School, without having the benefit of the marks obtained 
-which do not come out nutil August, to guide the Trustees it 
their decision. The fallacy of this argument, of course, is that i. 
is unfair to judge the capabilities of any teacher on the marks 
which students may obtain, particularly if judged as a class, and 
not taken by the marks which fairly good studuents obtain as a 
result of the teachers efforts; In other words a few “dumb-bells” 
in any class might very well succeed in damaging, the reputation 
‘of a really first class teacher. : 

The Teachers’ Association must be cougratulated on 
the result Of its efforts in getting a much needed measure of pro- 
tection for its members, but unless we are much mistaken, steps 
will require to be taken in the legislature to ensure that Boards of 
Tristees are going to be able to dispense with unsatisfactory 
teachers without running the risk of being saddled with more 
members on its staff than it anticipated or can pay. :

ALBERTA CROP REPORT NO, 8 


From June 9th to 12th, splendid 
rains were general in south western 
areas as far north as Red Deer, High 
est precipitation is reported from 
Cardston with approximately 5 inch- 
8. An average of from two to three 
inches fell from Lethbridge north. As 
& consequeunce prospects are bright 
for a reasonably good grain crop 
from Red Deer south provided some 
rainfall occurs during the next few 
weeks, 

In south eastern districts the rain- 
fall has been much lighter, one inch 
being reported from Youngstown and 
half that much 6F less at Brooks, Bm- 
press and Medicine ' Hat, From 
Youngstown to a point north of Medi- 
cine Hat drought conditions and high 
winds have destroyed much of the 
crop and the recent moderate rains 
are too late to be of much help. Only 
heavy rains at an early date will a- 
vert almost complete crop | failure. 
Conditions are somewhat better below 
the main line of the C.P.R, 

Through the south and east central 
areas the earlier dry weather and high 
winds were the cause of considerable 
soil drifting, Serious damage was 
sustained by many fields some of 
which were completely blown ~ owt, 
Some re-seeding has been done and 
the recent rains have revived injured 
crops to some extent, but a lot of the 
damage is beyond repair. Dust storms 
wer particularly bad from Calgary 
south, 

From Lacombe north to Athabasca 
and east to Saskatchewan precipita- 
tion has been limited quite entirely tr 
scattered showers since early in the 
crop season, n consequence prac 
tically all of this area needs a good 
general rain soon to insure even a fair 
crop. Prospects are brighter in the 
Vermillion - Lioydminister district 
where rains have been heavier and 
more frequent, The comparatively 
dry conditions in the central northern 
portion of the province are: reflected 
most noticeably in forage crops. Hay 
yleld will be unusually light, 

Conditions. in the Peace River Dis- 
trict are less favorable than earlierin 
che season, Though there was a fair-

ly good reserve of moisture, little rain 


other than local showers has occured 
during the last month. Dry weather 
and high winds are retarding normal 
crop development and late sown grains 
have germinated unevenly. Hay 
crops will be light to medium. A good 
general rain would be welcome, 


Grasshoppers in the south and 
east have been held in check by re- 
cént moisture and no abnormal ount- 
bréaks are reported, “' Cut. worms
